1 . Applicant's arguments see the remarks, filed 07/08/2009, with respect to claims 
3-1 1 and 24-25 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 102(b) 
final rejection of 04/08/2009 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach nor fairly suggest singularly or in any combination thereof 
A method for fixing a metal particle, including forming a resist film containing a resin 
component and a metal-containing particle on a substrate; and removing said resin 
component in said resist film and fixing a metal particle on said substrate, said metal 
particle including a metallic element that composes said metal-containing particle, 
wherein said metal-containing particle is a metallic compound- wherein said metal 
particle is one per independent pattern, and wherein said method further includes 
heating said resist film to a temperature of 300 degree C or higher and 1 ,200 degree C 
or lower within a vacuum, after said forming the resist film and before said removing 
said resin component and fixing said metal particle, as stated in the instant invention.
